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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . The previous restriction requirement dated 1 1/22/2006 is withdrawn. Below is a 
supplemental restriction requirement requiring the election of both a species and 
applicable sub-species.

The species and subspecies are independent or distinct because each contains 
distinct structure.
